^ The  .analysis  of  the  mortality  returns  showed  that  50/j  of  all 
deaths  werq  due  to  disease  of  the  heart  and  vascular  s^’^stem  while 
the  malignant  conditions  accounted  for  15^ 

Social  and  Sanitary  Circumst:mce_s  - Many  v/ell  populated  areas  in 
the  .district  still  lacm  main  drainage  and  demands  on  the  Council's 
Cesspool  Emptying  Service  contixiues  to  increase.  The  completion 
of  the  East  OaldLey  Sev/erage  Scheme,  however,  \;ill  assist  and  the 
preparation  of  other  schemes  is  in  hand. 

Extensive  improvements  to  the  hospital  kitchens  in  Park  Prewott 
and  Basing  Road  PIospitrILs  v/ere  started  during  the  year.  Conditions 
in  food  premises  generally  were  maintained,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  the  public  are  becoming  increasingly  conscious  of  food 
hygiene, 

i.Iy  thanics  are  due  to  the  Council  and  Staff  of  the  Riblic 
Health  Department  for  all  their  help  during  the  year.

Slum  Clearance 


In  my  last  Annual  Report,  I drev;  attention  to  the  survey  of  properties 
in  the  area  that  were  scheduled  to  be  carried  out  during  I965. 

The  inspection  revealed  that  since  1955,  v;hen  the  previous  survey  was 
undertalcen,  an  additional  68  properties  have  become  unfit,  while  I6  still 
remain  to  be  dealt  v/ith.  During  the  year,  8 properties  were  demolished  or 
closed  which  necessitated  the  rehousing  of  3 families. 


^e_we_rage_ 

A survey  of  Pamber  and  Nortimer  Pest  End  w'as  undertaken,  and  it  was 
proposed  that  these  areas  be  considered  for  drainage  after  Bramley  and 
Honk  Sherborne.  The  work  on  the  Oalcley  Sewerage  Scheme  is  proceeding 
satisfactorily. 

Water  Supply' 

Piped  water  supplies  are  now  available  in  all  parishes.  Regular  sampling 
of  -water,  both  bacteriologicall5r  and  chemically,  is  carried  out  by  the 
Department  (details  in  the  Chief  Public  flealth  Inspector's  report),  and  by  the 
Statutory  Water  Company.  All  tests  from  piped  sup^Eies  were  satisfactory. 
However,  some  concern  is  felt  about  the  adequacy  of  v;ater  supplies  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  Rural  District,  This  lack  of  a sufficient  supply  has 
resulted-  in  a temporary  curtailment  of  new  development  in  this  area.

Tuo  samples  of  untreated  milk  failed  the  he.ng  Ring  Test  for  Brucella. 

One  v/as  unconfirmed  by  further  tests  and  it  appeared  most  likely  to  be  due 
to  the  recent  vaccination  of  one  of  the  co'.'S  in  the  herd.  Guinea  pig 
inocculation  from  the  second  sample  revealed  the  presence  of  Brucella 
abortus.  Samples  from  individual  cous  in  the  herd  nere  taken  and  one  animal 
¥;as  found  to  be  infected.  It  was  subsequently'-  sold. 


FOOD  PEJlalSES 


The  food  premises  in  the  area  are  mainly  siuall  village  shops,  but  there 
is  a trend  for  these  to  become  self-service  shops  celling  a v/ider  range  of 
goods.  Small  premises  that  have  been  sometimes  crudely  adapted,  give  rise 
to  problems  nhich  are  not  easily  overcome  and  upon  v;hich  little  guidance  is 
given  in  lavv.  shen  does  a food  shop  become  so  overcrowded  as  to  be 
unsuitable? 

There  remains  a tendency  for  refrigerators  and  deep-freeze  cabinets  to 
be  overloaded  and'  for  stock  to  be  sold  not  strictly  in  rotation.  A typical 
example  of  this  v;as  instanood  by  a complaint  during  May,  that  an  ice  crccua 
cake  had  been  purchased  and  bore  'Christmas  Greetings’  v/rappers. 


ICE  CREAM  SAi.iPLIHG 

Fourteen  camples  \iror\.  taken  and  v/ere  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  ice  cream  manufacturers  in  this  district  and  only  pre- 
packed ice  cream  is  cold  from  registered  premises. 


RATER  SUPiLIiS 


A fe'u  isolated  houses  are  still  not  served  by  a mains  supply  and  rely  on 
wells.  Till  camples  taken  from  piped  supplies  were  satisfactory. 

flAPI  DPJiINAGE 

In  the  parishes  of  Old  Basing,  Forth  daltham,  Sherborne  St.  John  and 
Sherf ield-on-Loddon,  a total  of  14-07  properties  are  connected  to  public 
sov/ers.  A ne-a  plant  at  Oalcley  came  into  operation  in  August  and  139 
properties  are  connected  to  main  drainage.  The  Council  have  assisted  l69 
O'wners  with  50^0  grants  to'v/ardc  the  cost  of  converting  pail  closets  into 
v/ater  closets  in  accordance  v;ith  provisions  of  section  47  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936.

During  19^5  a further  3 families  comprising  5 persons  were  rehou.sed  from 
such  properties,  3 houses  were  demolished  and  5 houses  v\rere  closed. 

The  general  improvements  of  housing  standards  in  the  district  accounted 
for  a large  proportion  of  your  Officers'  time  during  the  year  and  most  of  the 
repairs  and  improvements  effected,  resulted  from  an  informal  approach  to 
owners.  As  the  occasions  arose,  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  wmth  the  reepest  for  Statuvory  action 
to  be  taken. 


Imjrrovejuent  Grajits 

Since  the  grants  were  first  made  available  in  1950,  518  properties  have 
been  improved  and  this  has  done  much  to  preserve  the  rural  character  of  the 
district.  In  19^5,  22  applications  in  respect  of  23  properties  vYere  approved. 


96  houses  were  rendered  fit  for  habitation,  as  a result  of  inxorraal 
action  by  your  Officers.

Under  Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act  1954,  tenants  may  make  representations 
to  the  Council  that  their  dwellings  are  without  and  should  be  provided  v/ith 
standard  amenities.  During  1905,  representations  were  received  from  8 tenants. 
One  such  dwelling  was  improved  voluntarily,  the  Council  is  negotiating  to  purchase 
two  others,  and  appropriate  notices  have  been  served  upon  the  remaining  ovYners. 
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CABiiVANS  Alffi  CAEIAVAIT  SITES 

During  the  year,  the  Council  acquired  a site  for  14  caravans  which  it  is 
intended  to  develop  and  enlarge  to  provide  accommodation  for  30  caravans.  It 
has  foi'*  some  time  been  felt  that  there  is  a need  for  a local  authority 
controlled  caravan  park  to  enable  accommodation  to  be  offered  to  caravan 
occupiers  in  cases  of  hardship. 

During  19^5,  four  licences  for  individual  caravans  were  issued.  In 
each  case  plan'ing  consent  had  been  granted  for  a limited  period  only.  One 
application  for  planning  permission  v/as  made  for  a caravan  park  but  this  was 
refused.  There  is  no  evidence  to  suggest  that  the  demand  for  caravan 
accommodation  is  diminishing  and  indeed,  caravans  are  becoming  larger,  better 
equipped  and  less  mobile. 

?e\7er  g^^'psy  families  than  normal  camped  in  the  area,  and  the  provision 
of  residential  sites  for  these  persons  in  adjoining  areas,  has  apparently 
relieved  this  district  of  a major  problem. 


rtCTUSB  Al^D  SALVA&B  COLLECTIONS  AMD  DIhPOSAL 

Collection 

The  development  of  new  estates  and  the  general  increase  in  the  volume 
of  refuse  to  be  collected  resulted  in  vehicles  and  the  labour  force  v/orking 
to  capacity.  Serious  labour  difficulties  were  encountered  during  the 
Autumn  and  it  was  difficult  to  maintain  the  regular  weekljr  collection  to 
which  ratepayers  were  accustomed.  Younger  iaen  terd  to  refrain  from  accepting 
eraplognaent  which  involves  heavy  lifting,  \;hen  rnore  congenial  work  is  so 
readily  available  in  the  district.

During  the  year  a concerted  effort  i/ith  Parish  Councils  , supported  by 
pamphlets  to  householders  and  local  press  advertisements,  resulted  in  man^r 
special  loads  being  removed.  Ratepayers  readily  accepted  the  Council's  offer 
to  remove  free  of  charge,  bulky  household  articles.  Modern  trends  in 
entertainment  are  reflected  in  the  large  number  of  upright  pianos  collected. 

In  an  effort  to  keep  villages  free  from  litter,  bins  have  been  provided 
at  the  reqv’-est  of  Parish  Councils.

Six  monthij  after  public  sewers  become  available  in  any  parish,  the 
service  operates  only  for  the  final  e:upt3''ing  of  a pit,  when  a connection  to 
the  public  sexier  is  about  to  be  made. 

During  the  year,  3, ^4-6  loads  were  reuioved,  24,500  miles  were  covered 
and  income  from  the  service  was  £4,645. 

Suitable  sites  for  the  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  became  more 
difficult  to  obtain  and  uneconomical  haulage  was  necessary.  Considerable 
overtiiac  was  incurred.  Calls  on  the  service  have  not  been  reduced  by  the 
provision  of  village  main  drainage  systems  as  the  installation  of  modern 
conveniences  and  drainage  in  unsewered  areas  resulted  in  more  \/ork  being 
undertalcen  than  ever  before. 

The  older  vehicle  has  become  uneconomical  to  run  and  needs  replacement. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  A;D  JUiimiil  PREL'ilSES  ACT,  1965 

During  1965,  the  initial  inspection  of  offices  and  shops  in  the  district 
vjas  completed.  Many  of  these  were  alread3?'  being  inspected  period-ically  under 
existing  legislation, 

Ovmers  and  occupiers  of  premises  Wei's  generally'-  well  aware  of  their 
responsibilities  as  a result  of  the  publicity  given  to  the  4ct,  and  most  had 
alread2''  taken  the  steps  to  comply  with  the  necessary  recjuirements.  As  a 
result,  only  few  contraventions  were  found  and  these  \;ore  of  a minor  nature. 

It  v/as,  however,  very  noticeable  that  in  offices,  lighting  standards  generally 
v/ere  poor.  In  shops  too,  although  higiier  standards  were  found,  the  ligliting 
of  storerooms  and  corridors  was  not  good. 

Cleanliness  in  shops  as  was  to  bo  expected  ivas  generally  satisfactory, 
but  improvements  were  called  for  in  office  premises.  No  cases  of  overcrowding 
were  noted^  In  very  cold  weather,  some  diff icultic's  were  experienced  in 
trying  to  meet  heating  requirements.  Adecua-te  seating  was  provided  for  workers 
vjhere  required,  but  seating  design  generally  leaves  much  to  be  desired.

Several  comiilaints  of  noise  v/ero  received  and  investigated,  but  none 
called  for  Statutory  action. 


PEST  CONTTlOL 

The  Council  employs  two  rodent  operatives  v/ho  are  responsible  for  general 
pest  control.  It  is  found  that  their  time  during  the  winter  months  is  devoted 
mainly  to  dealing  with  complaints  regarding  rat  and  luice  irh'estation.  During 
sumjiier  months,  when  less  complaints  are  received,  surveys  of  the  district  are 
made,  sevrcrs  ore  baited  as  a routine  and  control  of  flies,  mosquitoes,  wasps, 
etc.  is  maintained.  Complaints  regarding  these  pests  increase  annui-lly, 
particularly  those  concerning  mosquitoes.  '’.Yith  a disused  canal  and  a river 
valley  running  tlirough  part  of  the  district,  effective  control'  is  difficult. 
HO'/ever,  early  in  the  year  a length  of  the  canoil  adjoining  a,  large  housing 
esta.te  v;as  treated,  with  encouragin,q  results.
